If we could persua de every 
cougher a nd sneezer this winter to 
put a ha ndkerchief in front of his 
mouth or nose whenever he feel* 
inclined to indulge, a t lea st in­ 
doors, we could do much to cut 
down the high incidence of winter 
disea se.

Th* 
best method of sterilizing the a ir 
of a n office or hospita l wa rd is by 
ultra -violet 
ra dia tion. 
Chemica l

fective, a nd a re likely to be irri­ 
ta ting. 
The Commonwea lth Fund ha s 
gra nted the University of Penn­ 
sylva nia a resea rch endowment 
for the study of a ir-borne infec­ 
tion. The studies there indica te 
tha t the sprea d of infection de­ 
pends on deficiency of a ir supplied. 
So when the fresh a ir bend opens 
the w indow in the office a nd some­ 
one shouts, “ Do you wa nt to give 
me my dea th of cold? ” he ma y 
well reply, “ No, I wa nt to give you 
your life free from pneumonia .”
